Food fads and needless waste are responsible for a good 
part of the increased cost of living. The rise in flour to prices unex 
ampled in tbia generatipi} contes at a time when.w^ have a law that 
foolishbly forbids millers to blend a small portion of flour made from 
corn with flour made from wheat. This would make flour cheaper 
and add to its nutrive value, yet the law forbids it, just as it forbids 
the manufacture of eleomargarine even when made of the most whole - 
some materials, unless it pays a higli tax whicii. of course, is a bur- 
den upon tlic consumer. An cdil)le and very digcstii)le butter is now 
being made in part from the oil of cocounuts and we presume that 
this will al.so be taxed ta death at the behest, of the hntter amkers. 
Drastic cold storage regulations have interfered seriously with the 
storage of food products in.tiuijes^wheujhey ^re plfsjitifui for times 

. when they are scarce, and this has added to the cost of living. Pure

All leaves of absence grUnted to na- 
tiomil guard officers and enlisted men 
in this district have been ordered ex- 
tended thirty days by tlie War De- 
partment, It was announced here to- 
iiav. It is understood that the same 
order has been sent to all commands 
in the southern department' 

The order was Interpreted as an in- 
dication that the national guard troops 
would be sent home from the Mexican 
torder soon. 

All supplies billed to Americans in 
the Cases "brandes, Colonia Dublan 
district and sent to Juarei for trans- 
portation over the Mexico Northwest- 
ern Railroad have ba^n ordered held 
at .Tuarez and no further shipment of 
fiipplles will be made over this road 
for the punitive expedition. 

Arrangements were also being made

Washington, January 21— With the 
peace note leak investigation trans- 
ferred to New York administration 
leaders In Congress are breathing 
■igbs of relief because the attention 
of members generally now can be con- 
centrated uiioii the clogged legislu- 
tive program. llotiBe and Senate lead- 
ers are just as an.vious as President 
Wilson over the press of important 
business remaining on the calendar 
with the session half over and there 
is no secret made of the fact that all 
of then^ earnestly desire to avoid an 
extra aeaaion of the Sixth-fifth Con- 
gress, If it possibly can be done. 
Tomorrow responding to the Presi- 
.s^ent's personal appeal for action at 
this session on iniportunl legislative 
proposals, the steering committee of 
the Senate will meet lo arrange ii 
program for the remainder of llic ses- 
sion, and for longer day and possi- 
bly night sessions. A caucus of Demo- 
crutic senators will be called later in 
the week to ratify the steering com- 
mittee RHggcsttons. 

Kaliroad I.efrislatlon to i'Vonl 
' Ucmocratio leaders agree that some 
sort of railroad labor legislation 
should be enacted and this subject 
be given ihe right of way over pend-
